“I would not enter on my list of friends, 


Though graced with polished manners and fine sense

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History of the Work. 

- As this paper will fall into the hands of many 

Persons who have hitherto been unacquainted with 

the work of the societies for the prevention of 

eruelty to animals, we will attempt a partial his- 
_ tory of it, although it must necessarily be brief, 

@nd doubtless imperfect, for want of material to 

make it complete. 

European countries were far in advance of 
America in this movement. The first organized 
effort of which we have record, occurred in France 
during the time of the first republic. - 

The National Institute of France, in 1802, sug- 
gested a prize essay upon this question : “ How far 
the cruelty practised upon animals affected the 
Moral condition of the people, and whether it was 
sirable to make laws in relation to it.” 

Ta 1804 a philosophical essay, by Dr. Grand- 


champ, was published, but no practical result ap- 
peared at that time. The Paris society was 
formed in 1852, but we have not learned whether 
this was the first French society. 


In 1809 Lord Erskine, a member of parliament, 
endeavored to effect the passage of a law in Eng- 
land to prevent cruelty to animals, but failed. 


In 1822 ‘Richard Martin secured the enactment 


-of a statute, and in 1824, the first society—the 


“ Royal Society of England ”—was formed. 

In 1837 the first German society was organized 
at Stuttgart, and was followed by many others in 
the various countries of Europe, the dates of the 
formation of which we are unable to give. Of 
the origin and progress of American societies we 
will speak hereafter. There are now in England, 
70; Scotland, 8; Ireland,5; Germany, 36; France, 
3; Russia, 5; Holland, 2; Italy, 5; Switzerland, 
10; Algeria,2; Austria, 5; Canada, 5; Australia, 
2; Norway, 3; Spain, 2; Wales, 2; and one each 
in Argentine Republic, Belgium, Cape Colony, 
Denmark, Chili, India, and Sweden; United States, 
66. A full list of these may be found in other 
columns. 

International congresses of these societies have 
been held as follows: At Dresden, in 1861; Ham- 
burg, 1863; Vienna, 1865; Paris, 1867; Zurich, 
1869, in which our president, Mr. Angell, took an 
active part; and at London, in 1874. 

Throughout Europe the royal families are 
patrons of these societies, and they are sustained 
and managed by the best class of people. 

That the European societies are in advance of 
us in some respects, we are obliged to confess; 
but, if the progress in this country is as rapid as 
it has been, we may ere-long congratulate our- 
selves in being in all respects, at least, the peers 
of our transatlantic brethren, trusting that, as the 
means of American societies permit, they will 
adopt all the wise suggestions, and follow all the 
good examples presented to them. 

We cannot undertake in this review to give a 
detailed account of what has been done and. is 


doing by these societies. But a perusal of our 
“ Articles of Faith,” in another column, will show 
the purposes of these organizations, and the various 
statistics and sketches will give an idea how those 
purposes have been executed. , 

Few persons, not familiar with these societies, 
appreciate the extent of the work, or the amount 
of money expended for this purpose. The Royal 
Society alone spends more than $50,000 per annum. 
It has a large number of agents, who secure 
about 2,000 convictions each year. By its influ- 
ence the humane literature of England has been 
largely increased. It publishes a_ beautiful 
monthly, the “ Animal World,” which was sug- 
gested by Mr. Angell, when in London, in 1869, 
and which has become a power in the land. 
The Ladies’ Education Committee, with the Bar- 
oness Burdett-Coutts at its head, is accomplishing 
a great work among children by its distribution 
of prizes, and in‘other ways. 

UNITED’ STATES. 


We take the liberty to say that, in pre- 
paring this review, we desire tu place events in 
their chronological order, and to avoid making 
the record too long, can name only those persons 
who were active at the inception of the work, in 
each locality. At the same time, we recognize 
the fidelity to the cause, earnest work and devo- 
tion of many other tried friends who, in their time, 
have been equally deserving of mention. But 
while the highest reward for faithful, humane ser- 
vice is the consciousness of having performed it, 
we shall not anticipate criticism by mentioning 
names in the order of dates, and only those who 
were the pioneers. 

The first statute against cruelty to animals ever 
adopted in the world, so far as we know, was 
enacted by the General Court af Massachusetts 
Colony, in the year 1641, as follows:—“It is 
ordered by this court, that no man shall exercise 
any tyranny or cruelty towards any brute creatures 
which are usually kept for the use of man.” And 
the same principle was recognized in the state 
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laws, but little action took piace under the statute. 
In 1837 Rey. Dr. Lowell, of Boston, preached a 
sermon on cruelty to animals. © 

Dr. John C. Warren, of Boston, in 1847, deliv- 
ered an address before the Legislative Agri- 
cultural Society, in which he denounced cru- 
elty to horses, and plead for better treatment of 
them. In the same year, John H. Dexter, Esq., 
of Boston, published a pamphlet entitled “ A Plea 
for the Horse,’ and a most earnest and effective 
plea it was. But no organized effort was made in 
this country till 1866, when Henry Bergh, Esq., of 
New York, the pioneer of our cause in America, 
secured the incorporation of the “ American 
Society” in that city, April 12 of that year. 
During a residence in Russia as Secretary of 
Legation at St. Petersburg during the first admin- 
istration of President Lincoln, Mr. Bergh was 
“ stimulated by what he saw there to form plans 
for the great work of mercy which has been 
crowned with such success.” His associate cor- 
porators were among the most prominent men of 
New York. 

Through the exertions of Mr. Bergh, effective 
laws to aid in this work have been passed by the 
New York legislature, and he has given almost 
his entire time to the work of the society for the 
last ten years, with an earnestness and a personal 
courage seldom excelled by any man in time of 
peace. He has been “ rewarded” by a vast deal 
of personal abuse on the one hand, and by the only 
other compensation he asks,—public appreciation 
and the consciousness of duty done. He has made 
addresses in various other States, and by corre- 
spondence has helped to create and concentrate 
public sentiment on this subject. His policy, 
although more-“ heroic” than would be accept- 
able or most successful in New England, is just 
“ adapted to the latitude” of New York City, and 
has become a terror to all who through brutality 
or ignorance refuse to recognize the rights of ani- 
mals. At the organization of the society, Mr. 
Bergh bequeathed to it property then producing 
an annual income of seven thousand dollars, and 
it has been generously sustained by donations and 
bequests. In a recent case, Louis Bonard, a 
wealthy citizen, left almost his entire property to 
the society. It is now loeated in fine head- 
quarters, corner of Fourth Avenue and Twenty- 
Second Street, which have been purchased and 
fitted up at an expense of nearly $50,000. 

The society has thirteen branches and one hun- 
dred and forty agents in different parts of the 
State, in addition to its office force. ‘The number 
of cases prosecuted last year by the society and 
branches was 863. Number of animals taken 
from work, 1,272. 

It expended during the year $12,500 for its 
legitimate work, in addition to expenses upon its 
real estate and for a monument to its benefactor, 
Mr. Bonard, several thousands more. 


Its exhibition at the Centennial Exposition is 
thus noticed in the “Animal Kingdom”: “One 
of the principal features of the display will be a 
large banner, twenty-five feet long by twenty feet 
wide, on which ‘the names of all the States and 
Territories which have laws upon their statute- 
books for the prevention of cruelty to animals 
will be inscribed ; also the names of the president 
of the parent society in each State, The beautiful 


silken banner of the society will also be sus- 
pended over a number of glass cases contain- 
ing preserved dogs and birds captured at dog and 
cock fights, and some hundreds of instruments of 
torture, forfeited by offenders. On the wall—a 
space twenty feet long and four feet high—will 
be hung a large number of photographs and 
pictures, illustrative of the work prosecuted by 
the society.” 

Next in order came Pennsylvania, where Mrs. 
Caroline E. White, of Philadelphia, took the ini- 
tiatory steps. She had had, from childhood, an 
intense love for animals, and a great desire to 
mitigate their sufferings. Before she was out of 
her teens, upon hearing of the proceedings of the 
English society, she conceived the idea of form- 
ing a kindred society, but lacked the courage, at 
that time, to undertake it. But, in the autumn 
of 1866, encouraged by the success of Mr. Bergh, 
and after an interview with him, she resolved to 
proceed. In January, 1867, she personally pre- 
sented to prominent gentlemen, for their signa- 
tures, a paper approving the plan. M. Richards 
Mucklé, Esq., of the Philadelphia “ Ledger,” had 
long desired the formation of a society, having 
already prepared a draft of a charter to be pre- 
sented to the legislature when public interest 
would justify it. The late S. Morris Waln, Esq., 
a wealthy gentleman of Philadelphia (for many 


- years president of the Pennsylvania society), 


had always been deeply interested in the subject, 
and, as early as 1860, had,in his will bequeathed a 
large sum to this cause, and had been prevented 
by the war from taking action. Hearing of Mrs. 
White’s efforts, both these gentlemen came for- 
ward, Mr. W. offering to give the society, when 
formed, five thousand dollars. (Before his death, 
1870, he gave the cause fifteen thousand dollars.) 
The first meeting of parties interested was held in 
April, 1867, and the society was instituted in June, 
although the charter was not procured till April, 
1868. Two years later the “* Woman’s Branch” 
was formed, of which Mrs. White has always 
been president, and a most persevering, active, and 
energetic worker. These societies work in unison, 
although independent organizations, and employ- 
ing separate agents. 

The Pennsylvania society has twenty agents 
and four hundred representatives throughout the 
State. They report more than seventeen hundred 
cases investigated, and one hundred and fifty-two 
cases prosecuted, two hundred and fourteen ani- 
mals mercifully killed last year, and $7,000 to 
$8,000 expended. 

The “ Woman’s Branch Society,” which was 
organized April 14, 1869, has eight agents, has pros- 
ecuted seventy cases, and has devoted much time 
(in conjunction with the Pennsylvania society) to 
the question of vivisection and transportation, in 
addition to their care of the Dogs’ Home, where 
about 3,000 dogs are gathered and restored to 
their owners, sent to good homes, or mercifully 
killed. This work is done by arrangement with 
the city government, who contribute about $3,000 
per annum for the purpose, about half of which is 
repaid by owners of dogs to redeem them. 

A new feature has been introduced by these 
ladies, in the formation of bands of mercy, juve- 
pile societies, in the boys’ grammar schools of 
Philadelphia, the members of which are pledged to 


protect animals, and to inculcate -kindly senti- 
ments everywhere. The society had previously 
offered prizes to the schools for compositions. 

An effort has recently been made in the legisla- 
ture to limit the number of passengers in horse- 
cars, with a special view to the crowd during the 
Centennial. 

The annual expenditures of the society are 
about $7,500. 

There are several other soeieties in the State 

which are recorded in our list of kindred societies, 
and will be noticed elsewhere. 
* Earlier in this review we mentioned some 
individual efforts in Massachusetts, but no steps 
were taken for organized action until May, 1867, 
when Mrs. Wm. Appleton, of Boston, having long 
entertained a desire for such a movement, sought 
an interview with Mr. Bergh, and resolved to take 
the initiatory steps in Massachusetts. She enlisted 
the interest of her friends, and she and they ob- 
tained the signatures of about one hundred promi- 
nent gentlemen of Boston, to a document in which 
they consented to become patrons of a society. 

Application was made to the next legislature 
for an Act of incorporation, but no decision had 
been arrived at, when, February 24, 1868, Mr, 
George T. Angell (who was not aware that any 
movement had been made) publicly invited, by a 
letter in the “Boston Advertiser,” all persons 
interested to stop the abuse of animals to join 
him in such a work. The special cause of the 
invitation, at this time, was the driving to death 
of the mare “ Empress,” in a match against time. 
Mr. A. had long felt deeply upon the. subject ot 
cruelty to animals, and as early as 1864 had incor- 
porated into his will the following provision :— 

“It has long been my opinion that there is 
much wrong in the treatment of domestic animals; 
that they are too often overworked, overpunished 
and particularly in winter, and in times of scarcity, 
underfed. All these I think great wrongs, par- 
ticularly the last; and it is my eqrnest wish to do 
something towards awakening public sentiment 
on this subject; the more so because these 
animals have no power of complaint, or adequate 
human protection against those who are disposed 
to do them injury. I do therefore direct that all 
the remainder of my property not herein before 
disposed of, shall, within two years after the 
decease of my mother and myself, or the survivor, 
be expended by my trustees in circulating in 
common schools, Sabbath schools, or other 
schools, or otherwise, in such manner as my 
trustees shall deem best, such books, tracts or 
pampblets as in their judgment will tend most to 
impress upon the minds of youth their duty 
towards those domestic animals which God may 
make dependent upon then.” 

Upon the appearance of the above-mentioned 
letter, Mrs. Appleton and other ladies and gentle- 
men responded to the invitation of Mr. Angell, 


who appeared before the legislative committee, , 


and aided by Chief Justice Bigelow, Hon. Wm. 
Gray, Russell Sturgis, Jr., and others, an Act of 
incorporation for the Massachusetts society was 
obtained March 23; the society was organized on 
the 31st, and a new statute was enacted May 14, 
1868. 

The original plan of the society was to secure 
the enactment and enforcement of suitable laws, 
and to carry humane education as far as possible 
throughout the State, the country and the world. 
How far, and by what means, this has been done, 
will appear in other columns. In a short time 
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after its organization over thirteen thousand dol- 
lars were raised by donations and memberships, 
and active work commenced. 

On the 2d of June, 1868, the first number of 
“Qur Dumb Animals” was issued, being the first 
paper of its kind in the world, the first nine 
numbers being edited by Mr. Angell. Of the 
extent and method of the distribution of this 
paper (over one million copies in all), and of the 
amount of work accomplished by this society, 
more will be said under the article, “ Our Society,” 
and on the next page a description of its centen- 
nial exhibition. = 

The society have expended more than ten thou- 
sand dollars per annum, which has been received 
from donations, memberships, bequests and fairs. 

Mrs. Appleton and Mr. Angell may well con- 
gratulate themselves upon the success of their 
work, both having given almost daily attention to 
it,—Mrs. A. by constant personal investigation 
into cases of cruelty, by exciting the interest of 
her many friends, and by freely giving “ material 
aid,” and Mr. Angell (having been president of 
the society from the beginning) by spending, 
gratuitously, the larger part of his time in cor- 
respondence, in interviews with public authorities 
and individuals, in public addresses in various 
places, in preparing essays on this subject, and in 
his effective labor in Europe and Chicago. We 
do not forget the zealous personal interest which 
many others have shown, and are still showing, 
in various parts of the State, contributing con- 
stantly to the progress of the cause. 

The two fairs for the benefit of the society, held 
in 1871 and 1875, each of which netted about 
$22,500, express the public favor with which the 
work has been received. 

In 1868, a society was formed in San Francisco, 
and has continued its work with good success. 
It has published eleven numbers of a monthly 
paper, of which 33,000 copies were distributed, 
but it was suspended last year. There has been 
activity in prosecutions. Whether the donation 
of $10,000 by James Lick ever reached the 
society’s treasury, we have not been informed. 
The society’s expenses are about one thousand 
dollars per annum. The work has been extended 
into other parts of the State, and societies have 
been formed at Petaluma, Oakland and San José. 

In 1869, Maine, Maryland, Iowa, Michigan, New 
Jersey, and Montreal, Canada, commenced work. 

Maine has two local societies, at Bangor and 
at Portland. They have earnest friends, and they 
do good work, but their territory and their means 
are limited. - Until a state society is formed, but 
a very small part of the State can be protected. 
The Bangor society expended $125 last year, the 
president and other unpaid officers doing the 
work. But few prosecutions were made. A 
young ladies’ auxiliary society is proposed to aid 
the parent society. The Portland society has an 
agent, who investigated last year 875 cases, but 
his prosecutions were but two; expenditures, $750. 

The Maryland society has been comparatively 
dead until last year, when it was reorganized, 
and through its new president, C. P. Montague, 
active work has been done. 


Towa. A law was passed, and a number of 
prosecutions were made, at Davenport, where a 
society was formed in 1869. It had but two 


active members, R. McIntosh, President, and Geo. 
R. Hubbell, Secretary. But it obtained no finan- 
cial support from the public, and it has been 
abandoned. 

In Michigan, no active work is reported, and we 
fear the organization is virtually at an end. 

Montreal has an active society, employs an 
agent, prosecutes forty or fifty cases per annum, 
and expends nearly one thousand dollars. It had 
also a ladies’ education committee, but we are 
advised that it has been given up. 

New Jersey has societies at Newark, Jersey 
City, Paterson, Trenton, Vineland, Millville, 
Bridgeton and Morristown; the last four recently 
formed. These societies, we think, do not employ 
officers, but the members have power to arrest, 
and in some localities they are quite active; in 
others but little is done. 

The Fishkill, N. Y., society, organized in 1869, 
was originated by a lady, and relies upon women 
for keeping up its interest. It has done good 
work, both in persuasion and prosecution. 

In 1870, Rhode Island, Virginia, Washington, 
D. C., Minnesota, Missouri, and Quebec, Canada, 
came forward. 

The Rhode Island society is a healthy organiza- 
tion; investigated last year 368 cases, and prose- 
cuted 65. Its expenditures were about $2,500. 

The Ladies’ Auxiliary Society is quite active, 
constantly striving to raise money by fairs, coffee 
parties, etc., circulates documents freely, and 
recently added much to the interest by giving 
prizes for the best compositions. 


Virginia. A society was formed in 1870 at 
Waterford, but it soon died. The legislature did 
not grant the charter applied for, and no consid- 
erable effort has been made to revive the society 
since. A friend in that State says: ‘“ We are very 
poor, and have found no time to look after the 
happiness of dumb animals. In fact, we are very 
much disposed to neglect the poor of the human 
family. We are much behind the great and good 
Yankee nation in all that pertains to human 
progress; but I see that we are improving, and 
within the next thirty years from this we will, I 
think, adopt the advanced ideas of Massachusetts.” 

Washington (D. C.) Society is active, through 
the labors of its president, T. F. Gatchell, Esq., 
who seems to be the only prosecuting officer. 
We have not been advised of the number of cases 
prosecuted, nor do we know if any effort has been 
made by the circulation of documents to induce 
the people to appreciate the educational influence 
and beauty of the work. 

Minnesota. Society organized in 1870, but we 
judge its work was mostly confined to individual 
effort. It has been reorganized of late, and we 
trust will extend its work throughout the State. 
It employs no agents except on special occasions, 
but it investigated last year twenty-five cases, and 
prosecuted three. 

Missouri had a partial organization in 1870, but 
the interest subsided, and it was reorganized in 
1873. The levees of St. Louis afford an excellent 
opportunity for the abuse of animals, and an 
equally good one for the activity of the society. 


We are not.advised of any action outside of St. 


Louis. 
Quebec organized in 1870, and has continued 
active, and is under the patronage of the mem- 


bers of the Provincial Government. In 1875, 
about seventy-five cases were investigated, and 
twenty-four prosecuted. An agent is employed, 
and the expenditures are about $600 per annum. 

In 1871, societies in New Berne, N. C.; Toledo, 
O.; Chicago, Ill.; Ottawa, Canada, and some of 
the New York branches were formed. We have 
no report of the work of the New Berne and Toledo 
societies. The Buffalo (N. Y.) Woman’s Branch 
has been one of the most energetic societies in the 
country. It has employed agents, prosecuted 
freely, circulated documents, held fairs, secured 
the delivery of sermons by the clergy, erected 
fountains, and in many ways promoted the cause, 
at an expense of at least $3,000 per annum. They 
have recently met with a severe loss by the death 
of their president, Mrs. Seymour, a notice of whom 
is in type for our next paper. 

At Sing Sing the work originated with women, 
and is entirely carried on by them, with but little 
general public interest. The ladies employ an 
agent, who has killed five disabled horses, re- 
moved twenty-six from work, made three arrests, 
and otherwise relieved many suffering animals. 

Illinois. On his return from Europe, in 1870, 
Mr. Angell spent several months in Chicago for 
the purpose of organizing a kindred society. His 
efforts proved successful, and -by the aid of John 
C. Dore and others, the Ilinois Humane Society 
was formed in Jan., 1871. It has been an active 
organization, employing agents, and publishing a 
monthly paper, “The Humane Journal,” paying 
special attention to the Chicago stock-yards, erect- 
ing fountains, and making a large number of 
prosecutions. 

In 1872, Flushing and Rochester, N. Y., Lancas- 
ter, Penn., Portland, Me., Portsmouth, N. H., and 
Connecticut and Colorado come to the front. 

In Flushing the women are the most active. 
They hold fairs to raise money, and give prizes in 
the schools for humane compositions, and other- 
wise forward the cause. 

Rochester has active members, and good work 
has been done, but the public interest has not been 
so awakened but that the work is done by a few 
interested members, and most of it by ladies. 
Prosecutions, 44; expenses, over $900. 

The Lancaster society, through its devoted 
secretary, keeps the public interest alive, although 
we judge the money contributions are not liberal. 

The Portland society has already been noticed. 
Connecticut has done nothing, and from Colorado 
we have no report. 

Portsmouth, N. H., was the first town in that 
State to organize a society. It had some very 
active women members, and they have done a 
good amount of work by investigations and prose- 
cutions, and by cireulating humane publications 
in the schools and otherwise; but, being a local 
organization with limited powers, it could not - 
extend its operations, as was desirable. It has, 
however, obtained a new Act of incorporation as 
the “New Hampshire Society,’ and when re- 
organized with officers in all parts of thie State, 

we hope it will become an effective society. The 
ladies who have struggled so hard to maintain it 
are deserving of the highest commendation. There 
are other local societies in New Hampshire, but as 
yet they have undertaken little work. The Keene

Our Expenses. 

It has sometimes been said by persons not 
members of the society, “ You are spending too 
much money to protect animals; it could bet- 
ter be devoted to the relief of human suffering.” 
Let us see. 

The report of the chairman of the Massachu- 
setts State Board of Charities to the Centennial 
Commission, says: “The amount annually ex- 
pended in private charities, by organized societies 
in Massachusetts, cannot well be less than $2,500,- 
000, and may amount to $3,000,000.” Taking the 
average expenditure of our Society and it appears 
that only about one-half of one per cent. of this 
sum has been expended for the protection of ani- 
mals, which may certainly be reckoned among the 
charities of the State. Surely, if ninety-nine per 
cent. be expended for human beings, no one can 
complain if even one per cent. is expended for 
animals! 


WE régret to omit so much matter, already in 
type, which would be of interest to the general 
reader, but we could not avoid it.

THE Brrp Law.—This imposes a fine of ten 
dollars upon any person who kills an insect-eating 
bird, at any season of the year, excepting only 
crows, crow-blackbirds, hawks, and birds of that 
character. 


Why Educational ? 

The question may be asked why our exhibition 
at the Centennial is in the Educational Depart- 
ment. ‘ 

First, because we were invited there; and, 
second, because our work is one of humane 
education. True, we educate in part by law, but 
more by inculcating humane sentiments by the 
circulation of our documents, which help to con- 
vince people that their duty, their interest, and 
their happiness combine in encouraging humane 
treatment of our dumb friends, and that action 
under this sentiment makes them better men and 
women. We wish every teacher, who reads this 
paper, would realize what a power for good could 
be excited by introducing our ideas among .the 
scholars of the whole country. 

Nati l Tr portation Law. 

In 1870, at our request, Chief Justice Bigelow 
prepared a bill for the better transportation of 
animals on railroads, which was presented to Con- 
gress. Our Secretary appeared before the Con- 
gressional committee, the aid of other societies 
was secured, but the bill met various delays, and 
not until March, 1873, was the law enacted. It 
forbids the confinement of animals in cars or boats 
more than twenty-eight hours without food, water 
and rest. An effort has been made to amend the 
law at the present session, by Mr. Bergh and the 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia societies, in which we 
aided by sending our transportation essay to every 
member of Congress and otherwise. But, by the 
opposition of shippers and managers of railroads, 
we fear the effort will be unsuccessful, and we 
shall be limited to operations under the present 

aw. 
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The Press. 
A powerful engine always, but especially so 
when it advocates humane movements. There has 


been a growing readiness to favor our cause by 


the press, by complimentary notices of the work, 
by publication of incidents showing the intelli- 
gence and fidelity of animals, advertising our 
fairs gratuitously, and publishing various commu- 


nications by Mr. Angell and others, with a view 


to exciting public interest. 

Mr. ANGELL lectures this month on “ The Pre- 
vention of Crime,” in which crime against animals 
is introduced, before the Ladies’ Moral Education 
Society of Boston, on the 5th inst., and before the 
Methodist Episcopal clergymen of Boston and 
vicinity on the 8th inst. He has recently deliv- 
ered this lecture before the Channing Association 
of Lowell, and is glad, at all times, to deliver it 
gratuitously. Also, his lecture on the “ Relations 
of Animals that can Speak to those that are 
Dumb.”

Our touts. 

As a matter of justice, we ought to allude to the 
work of our four hundred and fifty agents seat- 
tered throughout the Commonwealth, whose 
services are mostly gratuitous. Many of them 
have shown a devotion to the cause especially 
commendable. They are requested to make a 
quarterly report of all cases investigated, on 
blanks sent them from this office. But no sta- 
tistics could give the whole result, for the amount 
of cruelty prevented by the knowledge that each 
town has an agent, even without action on his 
part, cannot be stated. 


An exact record is kept at the office of all cases | 


prosecuted by these agents. 

We have three paid agents at the office, Charles 
A. Currier, Joseph Baker and Thomas Langlan, 
whose whole time is devoted to the society, and 
who by their fidelity and devotion to the service, 
have shown that they feel an interest not depend- 
ent upon their compensation. 

These agents are often sent into country towns 
to investigate and prosecute dificult cages, and to 
confer with local agents. 

We employ no counsel, as our agents conduct all 
cases before the lower courts.

The President of this Society feels it but just to 
say of our Secretary, Hon. F rank B. Fay, w hat, as 
editor of the paper, Mr. Fay would be unwilling 
to say of himself: that, for the last seven years, 
he has had entire charge of the executive work of 
the Society ; the app ints ment and supervision of 
its officers ‘and agents; editing its paper since 
March, 1869; iusling to the publication and 
cireulation of its various essays and other docu- 
ments; conducting a varied correspondence ; con- 
tributing by his efforts lar gely to the success of 
our “ fairs,’ and by his assumption of the whole 
detail of the work, has given the President oppor- 
tunity to devote his time largely to writing and 
speaking, with no eare in re ‘gard to matters of 
executive management.

We may mention, in 
Pennsylvania, Mrs. Caroline E. White; in Mass- 
achusetts, Mrs. Wm. Appleton; in Buffalo, 
Mrs. John C. Lord; in Flushing’, Mrs. Mary R. 
Pell; in Sing Sing, Miss Mary Dusenberry; in 
Fishkill, Miss Anna Verplanck ; in Portland, Me., 
Mrs. J. B. Carroll; in Portsmouth, N. H., Mrs. 
J. J. Pickering; in Concord, Miss Elizabeth S. 
Stevens; in Keene, Mrs. L. M. Iianderson; in 
Georgia, Miss Louise W. King; in Newburyport 
Mrs. Ashby. 

In many of these and other places women have 
been for years, and are now, most effectual 
workers, carrying on women’s branch or aux- 
iliary societies, 2nd we should be’ glad to name 
them, for their work is highly commendable; but 
we desired to mention those only who made the 
first movement in each locality. Without the 
sympathy and aid of women, some of our socicties 
would find it difficult to exist. In several places 
the work is entirely done by them, and in others 
they are members of the board of government. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE SOCIETY. 


Article 1. The title of this Society is “ The 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals.” 

ARTICLE 2. Its object shall be to provide effective 
means for the prevention of eruelty to animals, 
throughout this Commonivealth and elsewhere. 

ARTICLE 3. There shall be nothing in its manage- 
ment or publications to interfere with its receiving 
the full support of all good men and women of all 
parties and churches w hiatsoever. 

ARTICLE 4, The Society shall consist of Active 
Life Members, Associate Life Membe rs, Active Mem- 
bers, Associate Members, Honorary Members, and 
Branch Members. 

ARTICLE 5, Any person may become an Active 
Lite Member of this Society, by paying to the Soci- 
ety one hundred dollars; an "Associate Life Member, 
by paying fifty dollars ; an Active Member, by pay- 
ing ten dollars per annum ; an Associate Member, by 
paying five dollars per annum; an Honorary Mem- 
her, by being elected as such; and Branch Members, 
by paying to the Society any sum not Jess than one 
dollar perannum., Children under eighteen years of 
age may become Associate Members on payment of 
one dollar per annum. Children may be made 

3ranch Members on such terms as the Directors 
may decide, 

ArticLe 6. Active Life Members shall be entitled 
toall the privileges of the Society ; Associate Life 
Members, to all its priv ileges exce pt voting; Active 
Members, to all its priv ileges during the year termi- 
nating one week before the annual election of Direct- 
ors; and Associate Members, to all its privileges 
during the same time, except that of voting. Hon- 
orary Members shall be entitled to all its privileges 
during the time of ther membership. Branch Mem- 
bers shall receive all publications of the Society. 

ARTICLE 7. The officers of this Society shall be a 
President, who shall be also actually, or ex officio, a 
member of the Board of Directors, Vice-Presidents, 
a Secretary, Treasurer, sach number of directors as 
the Society may deem expedient, and such other 
oflicers as the Directors may from time, to time elect 
or appoint. 

ARTICLE 2%. The Directors shall be elected by the 
Society, at its anuual meeting; and shall hold oftice, 
except as hereafter set forth, until their successors 
are elected. 

Article 9. All other officers shall be elected or 
appointed by the Board of Directors; and shall hold 
oftice until their successors have been elected or ap- 
pointed, unless removed by the Board. 

ArvicLe 10.) The Directors shall elect or appoint 
from their own munber or otherwise, all officers of 
the Society heretofore named, and such others as 
they may deem proper, and shall specify the duties 
of said officers; and they may at any time remove 
the same, and elect or appoint others. They may 
fill vacancies in their own number; they may enact 
by-laws for themselves and the Society; make aud 
establish all rules and orders for the government of 
the Society and its officers, and for the transaction 
of its business; remit the annual or other dues of 
any member of the Society; and, by a two-thirds 
vote, remove from their own body any member 
thereof, and from the Society any member thereof, 
when, in their judgment, the best interests of the 
Society shall require the same ; and, generally, they 
shall, during their term of oflice, have the fall and 
complete management, control and disposal of the 
affairs, property “and funds of the Socie ty, with full 
power, for the purposes for which it was incorpo- 

rated, todo all matters and things which the Society 
could do; but, and except that they shall receive no 
pay w hatever for any services rendered as such 
Directors, and they shall not incur, on account of 
the Society, any de bt beyond the funds which shall be 
actually in the treasury during their term of office. 

ARTICLE 11. The annual meeting of the Society 
shall be the last Tuesday in Mareh of each year ; 
and other meetings of the Society may be called at 
any time by the Preside nt, upon the written request 
of four Directors, by giving three days’ notice thereof 
in two daily newspapers published in the city of 
Boston. 

ARTICLE 12. The corporate seal of the Society 
shall be that already provided and presented to the 
Society by Mrs. William Appleton. - 

ArticLe 13. No alteration of this Constitution 
shall be made. except upon motion in writing, made 
at a meeting of the Society, entered on the minutes 
with the name of the member making it, and adopted 


at a subsequent meeting by a vole of two-thirds of 


the members present.

society, just formed, promises to be an active 
organization, and others are interested, but all 
should combine in one healthy state society. 

In 1873-4-5, a great many societies were 
formed (see list under Kindred Societies), of 
which we can notice but few. 

Cleveland has a society maintaining an active 
agent, who investigated last year sixteen hundred 
cases; but ten were prosecuted. ‘The expenses of 


the society were about $1,300. Efforts are making 


to so change the law as to enable the society to 
act in cases of cruelty to children. 

Cincinnati’s society has shown a good degree of 
activity, and has effected a great change in public 
opinion, but we are unable to give particulars of 


its work. 


No laws have been passed, and no societies exist, 
in Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Indiana, Kansas, 
Mississippi, Nevada, Virginia, and the various 
Territories, and Vermont and Connecticut have no 
societies, although they have effective laws. 

In Texas, the Galveston Agricultural and Hor- 
ticultural Association is said’ to have power to 
protect animals; but we have been unable to get 
any list of officers, or the law under which they 
act. ‘There should be a special state society for 
this work. 

Tennessee is reported to have a society at Nash- 
ville, organized i in 1871; but we have been unable 
to obtain any list of ort So or other particulars. 

Wisconsin. Laws have been passed, but no 
society has been formed. Hon. T. O. Howe, 
U.S. S., Xavier Martin, of Green Bay, and others 
are interested in the subject, some prosecutions 
have been made, and we trust soon to hear of an 
active organization. 


Bridgeton, N.J. The secretary reports that “the 
society is not putting forth much energy to prose- 
cute the cause. There is very little occasion, 


however, for a.society in our city since humanity — 


is the rule and cruelty a rare exception.” 

Millville, N. J. “Society exists only in name. 
Little interest exhibited by the citizens.” 

The Hudson Co.,N.J.,society have recently added 
to their other work the gift of prizes in the schools. 

South Carolina. Society incorporated last year, 
but the legislature failed to pass the laws needful 
to make the society useful. 

Louisiana. <A society was formed at New 
Orleans in 1874, but met with decided opposition, 
and the question of the constitutionality of the Act 
was raised. We are now informed that the 
“organization is maintained, but active opera- 
tions suspended until the supreme court of 
Louisiana shall have decided upon the constitu- 
tionality of the Act of incorporation, invelving the 
right of the association to prevent and suppress 
acts of cruelty to animals.” 

Georgia is noticed in another column. Toronto 
investigated last year two hundred and fifty cases, 
prosécuted fifty-nine, and expended thirteen hun- 
dred dollars. It is now taking measures to inform 
the people by the circulation of humane documents, 
and has petitioned parliament for a law to stop 
overloading horse-cars. Pittsburg is well cared 
for by the earnest work of Zadok Street, superin- 
tendent of the society there. He has superior 
energy, and is determined to check the cruelty in 
stock transportation, having already made some 


prosecutions. We look with pleasure upon the 
prospect of his ultimate success. And lastly, little 
Delaware. If it were customary to measure sym- 
pathy by the amount of territory it covered, we 
should err in this case, for the people of this State, 
especially at Wilmington, are fully alive to this 
work. They have erected fountains, given prizes 
in the schools, circulated literature, and, aided by 
the police, made prosecutions, and promoted the 
success in every way, showing that they are in deed 
as in name true “ friends.” 

In closing this sketch, we regret that we have 
not had more material out of which to prepare it, 
and that we have been unable to give such time to 
it as to make it more valuable. 

If in any case we have misstated facts, or failed 
to give due credit to our associate workers, we 
shall be glad to correct it in future papers, if in- 
formation is furnished us. Whoever writes a sim- 
ilar sketch, years hence, will make a more interest- 
ing and grateful record, for the cause is sure to 
advance in a country where humanity. and Christ- 
ianity are bound to triumph.
